Protein may gain accefcs to the body in 


otMf «'*>'• "lan by food; for e.samplc, by 
nnalatlon, n» In the case ot hay fever and

THE WILSON MEN 


I do not mean the little office-hold- 


ing friends of Wilson. 
I mean the 


big men — everybody knows who they 
are — Vance McCormick, B. M. Baruch, 
Henry 
Morgenthau, Colonel House, 


Thomas L. 
Chadbourne, Charles R. 


Crane, and several otl/vs less well 
known to the public. These men who 
have been close to Wilson, the men 
whose recommendations have influ- 
enced him in matters 
of patronage 


and otherwise, 
the men 
who have 


been personally loyal to ,him, are a 
distinct 
group. They are the men 


who have been the insiders for the 
last 
eight years. 
With the nomi- 


those who, like Bryan, have con- 
victions or emotions 
deeper 
than 


mere courtesy calls for. 
That is 


only because McAdoo is that kind of 
a man. It isn't merely a matter of 
that sort of thing it Is a matter of 
these big and able-and rich party 
leaders who managed the campaign 
In 1912 and 1916 jumping In and man- 
aging the present campaign with the 
same enthusiasm and the same ilgor 
and the same resourcefulness that 
they gave to Wilson then. 
Without 


the aid of these men Cox can't win. 


Will these Wilson leaders come in

WILSON MEN IDEALISTS. 


In the raging of Wilson's enemies 


and even the quieter dissatisfaction 
of more reasonable persons with him 
it must always be conceded that hi 
is an idealist, even on the occasion 
tvhen he is a self-righteous and dis 
agreeable idealist. And the men vvh 
gravitated towards Wilson all 
ha- 


some share 
o£ his idealism. Thi 


type of man has little in common wit] 
the type of city boss that put Co 
over. 
Whether these two element 


can ever get together in support o 
Cox is the Democratic problem in thi 
campaign.

SHOULD OBSERVE 


FLY FREE DATE IN 


PLANTING OF WHEAT 
The value of observing the "flj 


free date" in sowing wheat 
as 


means of preventing infestation and 
damage by the Hessian fly, was no 
thoroughly demonstrated in the wheat 
crop just harvested that farmers-in 
some counties are insisting that the 
fly free elate be observed by every 
wheat grower. Last year over 
60 


percent of the early sown wheat was 
destroyed by Hessian fly. A survey 
of the state is now being made by 
W. P. Flint, assistant state entom- 
ologist, and a statement of Hessian 
fly conditions will be mailed to each 
farm bureau about September 1. Mr. 
Flint says, "We know now, however, 
that flies will be numerous enough 
to damage early sown fields and now 
is the time to start a campaign for 
proper date of seeding, which In gen- 
eral will be three days later than 
advocated last year." 


The 
fly free 
date 
for 
Macon 


county last year was set at Septem- 
ber 24. Wheat fields planted after 
this date had little or no fly while 
most of the ilelds planted before this 
dat» were iniLa'od. But many of the 
lais sown fiddii were infested this 
spring bj fi'3» coming from early 
own fields in tme same neighbor- 
,oort. For the best results it is ne- 
:essary for the whole community to 
ibserve the fly free date. 


Alfalfa is on« of the most valuable 
ropa for the corn 
belt farmer. 
A 


good field 
of alfalfa 
will produce 


more 
feed per 
acre 
of excellent 


quality than any other crop which 
ve can grow. It has other advan- 
,ages in that It ia a soil improver; in 
:hat it gathers nitrogen from the air 
and thus Increases the fertility of"'the 
soil. It is also immune from the at- 
tacks "f chinch bugs, army worms, 
and Hessian flies, which insects have 
given us so much trouble this year. 
Another advantage which it has is 
that It is a perennial, and a field well 
set with alfalfa will produce several 
years without reseedlng and thus re- 
lieve the uncertainty of a legume hay 
cop. 
Alfalfa may be sown in the spring 


w^th a light seeding of small grain 


a nurse crop. 
From my exper- 


ience I have had better results from 
summer seeding. 
Summer seeding 


should be done by August 
20th if 


possible and should naver be deferred 
later than September 
1st 
as the 


young plants must get considerable 
growth and root system before win- 
ter comes on, otherwise they may 
winter kill. 


The selection of the ground to be 


sown in alfalfa is one of the first 
essentials to Its success. 
The main 


point In this is to get land that is well 
drained. Ground where water stands 
or that is soggy in the spring Is not 
good alfalfa land. 
Alfalfa may be 


sown on thin or worn land if it is 
given a good coat of manure before 
the land is plowed. This is ncessary 
in order to give the young plants a 
good start. After they become grown 
and develop 
a, good 
healthy root 


ss'stem they will be ahlS to take care 
of themselves. 
, 


On good black prairie soil a dress- 


ing of manure will not be so neces- 
sary. It is also very essential that 
the soil shall not be sour.

ground should be plowed as early 
as possible and should be worked 
down well. A good seed bed is one 
of the requirements and It will pay 
to put the ground in a garden-like 
condition. Frequent cultivations if 
disking or harrowing should be giv- 
en this ground during the summer. 
This will encourage the weed seed to 
germinate and kill the young weeds 
before the alfalfa is planted. One -if 
the frequent causes of failure in al- 
falfa is that weeds become so numer- 
ous that they smother out the young 
plants. 


The rate of seeding depends some- 


what on the method used in sow'^t: 
the teed. 
1C the seed arc broadcast 


it will require about 20 pounds 
per 


acre; if drilled in with a grass .seed 
drill or an alfalfa drill, about 15 
pounds per acre will be sufficient. If 
the seed are sown broadcast 
they 


should be covered by a light harrow- 
ing, and not be worked in too deep 
iy. 


It is also necessary to inoculate 


the seed on the ground with soil from 
an alfalfa or sweet clover field. This 
can be done by the soil transfer meth- 
od of scattering a quantity of soi! 
over the field or by inoculating the 
seed by wetting the seed with a glue 
solution then sifting on a little of the 
soil taken from an inoculated field 
In any case care should be taken that 
the soil be kept in the shade as the 
sun's rays will kill the bacteria which 
lire needed for inoculation. 


Do not expect a crop of alfalfa 


from the seed sown this fall. It is 
often advisable to clip the young 
plants, especially if the weeds ge 
bad in the field. In clipping, th 
mower should be set as high as pos 
sible and it should not be done to 
lai.e in the season as the plants nee 
a covering -to protect them during 
the winter. The success of alfalf 
has been demonstrated bey.ond doub 
in Macon County as there are a num 
her of very good productive fields 
Any farmer who needs a good ha 
for feed should plan to put out a 
least a small field of this crop.

"It does not injure him per- 
manently, but on the other hand it 
teaches him respect for authority as 
nothing else will. 
A little fellow- 


came In here one day and I asked him 
why he was not in school and he 
told me he liad been expelled. 'I did 
a number ot things I should not 
have done.' said »he boy. 'I threw 
paper wads and violated the rules 
In other ways; but I should have 
been punished for that. If the teach- 
er had given 'me a good licking I 
would have quit it. J want to go to 
school and get an education. I don't 
think it is fair to me not to allow 
me to go to school and keep up with 
my class.' 


UNFAIR TO BOY. 


"Tint is the way I feel about it. 


Punishment properly administered is 
good for a boy Inclined to be un- 
ruly, but it shouji jot be of a kind 
that will inteifeie "with his getting 
an education. When he is suspended 
his education is interfered with, and 
that is unfair to the boy. I believe 
that a majority of parents would 
ra'ther th? teacher would whip a boy 
who deserves whipping than to ex- 
pel or suspend the boy. Of course 
the minority who are against cor- 
poral punishment are the ones who 
make the big noise. I believe, how- 
ever, that public sentiment is chang- 
ing in favor of allowing a teacher 
to correct the pupil with a stick, and 
I think when that time comes there 
will not he so manv pupils falling 
behind in their studies."
